By KARL MANTYLA 
DETROIT (AP) — The four 
major auto com panies— Gener­ 
al Motors, Fcrd, Chrysler and 
American Motors — are slicing 
production. All four firm s liave 
reported lagging sales and de­ 
clines in profits from record- 
setting 1965. 
The industry, a key force in 
the U. S. economy, was jolted 
Friday when General Motors 
revealed it would cut its auto 
output by 8.1 per cent. 
GM, the nation's largest auto 
builder, said the cutback would 
start with a 3.7 per cent reduc­ 
tion in December and an addi­ 
tional 4.4 per cent in January. 
An undetermined number of 
workers will be laid off assem ­ 
bly lines as l i of its 23 assembly 
plants around the nation reduce 
their output, GM said. 
“ These are rugged days for 
General M otors," 
the firm 's 
board chairman, Frederic G. 
Donner, said only last month. 
But Lee A. Iacocca, group 
vice president of Ford Motor 
Co., said this week: “ Nobody is 
singing the blues around here. 
There is a pause in the market, 
but It is nothing serious. There 
is uncertainty about a tax in­ 
crease and about the Viet Nam 
war. 
“ We know full well we are 
running behind the industry's 
1965 sales record, but this still 
winds up as the second best 
year in automotive history, and 
there is nothing to get alarmed 
about," he said. 
Ford, C hrysler and American 
Motors confirmed they arelow - 
ering production quotas for this 
month.

Johnson got the go-ahead from 
his doctors Friday for the flight 
back to Texas. “ They are quite 
pleased that he is going to the 
ranch and get some re s t," said 
press secretary Bill D. Moyers. 
The President plans to leave 
his $45-a-day suite at Bethesda 
Naval 
Hospital 
in 
suburban 
Maryland about mid-day, going 
directly to Andrews Air Force 
Base, Md., to board the presi­ 
dential jet without stopping at 
the White House.

- FBI Tells of 
POOH CHARLIE SAYS! 
REDS EXPLOIT IDEALISM 
Youth “ Shifting To Left” 
According to a report by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, there has been a “drift toward 
the Left” among the nation’s youth. 
This 
“drift” , as described by Director J. Edgar 
Hoover, is not toward the political liberalism 
that is practiced in this country. In this case, 
the word “ Left” 
means that which is en­ 
chanted with communism. 
The FBI chief tells in his report of a deter­ 
mined approach on the part of the Communist 
Party in this country to trap and use youth. 
The warning is in reality only a reminder. 
The youth of the world have been a primary 
target of communist schemes since the Russian 
Revolution in 1917. 
Today, America’s young 
people are the number one target of the Com­ 
munist Party, U.S.A. The communists want to 
exploit the gullibility, exuberance, and idealism 
of youth. 
Several months ago, the U.S. communists began 
setting up another organization (it is as 
yet 
unnamed) aimed at American youth. 
Like so 
many other communist front organizations, this 
one will not appear in its true garb, but will 
espouse all causes that would tend to make 
the organization look good. 
As Gus Hall, 
general secretary of the Communist Party in 
this country, explained it, the group “ should 
avoid the appearance of a Soviet-type organi­ 
zation; however, it should not tolerate anit- 
Soviet or anti-Communist Party Thinking.” 
At least 818 organizations or projects in the 
United States have been cited as communist or 
communist front by federal agencies and state 
and territorial investigating committees. 
These front organizations claim to be 
con­ 
cerned with peace, civil liberties, and similar 
objectives. 
All the while, however, they are 
controlled by the Communist Party and “use” 
unsuspecting recruits to carry out the plans 
of the international communist movement- as 
dictated from Moscow. 
In many instances, young people involved in 
these organizations find themselves engaged in 
communist-led 
rioting 
or other subversive 
activities detrimental to the interests of 
the 
United States. 
An example was the partici­ 
pation by young men and women in the San 
Francisco riots during the hearings of 
the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities 
in 1960. 
When Douglas Wachter was subpoenaed, 
he 
immediately began organizing student demon­ 
strators at the University of California. 
He 
was assured of additional student support from 
Santa Rosa Junior College and San Francisco 
State College. The Communist Party circulated 
petitions, published protest advertisements in 
newspapers, arranged for radio broadcasts of 
protest, and ini4 ated 
d drives to 
provide 
financial support for 
munist Party meetm: 
1960, a follow-up cai.^a, 
students was disclosed. 
More and more communist speake ; are ap­ 
pearing on college campuses - some of them 
openly so. 
Others represent the Progresshe 
Youth Organizing Committee or local com­ 
munist youth organizations. Still others speak 
for “Civil liberties” groups. 
Recently, 
one state civil liberties union in 
Indiana protested the distribution of an anti­ 
communist pamphlet in the sc hools. The pro­ 
testing group was speaking out in defense of 
“academic freedom.” 
Distribution of 
the 
pamphlet had been authorized by the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
The civil liberties group said that the pamphlet 
was ‘ ‘emphatically negative” and that instruction 
in 
communism should 
be 
“positive 
and 
objective.” 
This raised the questions: 
How 
can one be “positive” about communism while 
pointing out its inherent negatives? 
Can one 
be “objective” in pointing only to the promises 
of communism, while ignoring the facts that 
communism is evil, barbaric, and tyrannical? 
While the recent FBI report details evidence 
that 
many young 
Americans are becoming 
enchanted with communism, some communist 
affirmations which the Reds impress upon 
American youth are in fact being soft-peddled 
in the Soviet Union. 
The attitude on family life is an example. 
In the early years of the revolution, 
the 
Bolsheviks promised that the new Soviet citi­ 
zens would be so socially conscious that bour- 
g« 
s institutions like marriage and family 
would fade away. 
The Institute for the Study 
of the U.S.S.R. recently published an analysis 
of some of the effects of this early anti-family 
attitude. 
The analysis concluded that the anti-family 
campaign is chiefly responsible for the moral 
decline in Russia that is bedeviling the Krem­ 
lin. 
There has been such an increase in 
juvenile delinquency, sex crimes, prostitution 
and other moral problems that Soviet leaders 
are encluraging closer family life. 
If the “ shift to the Left” described in the 
FBI report is to be halted, the efforts of all 
freedom-loving Americans - will be required. 
Re-dedication to the moral and spirtual values 
upon which this country was founded will be 
i

If our youth appreciate their country and learn 
that its system of government and economics 
is the best, then no amount of communist propa­ 
ganda will be effective. 
The American adult must see to it that the 
truths about communism and capitalism are 
told.

SYDNEY, Australia — Once 
it was the world's most mag­ 
nificent garbage can. 
Onto the sparkling beaches 
of Botany Bay and into 
the 
beautiful 
Tasman Peninsula 
King 
George Ill's 
ministers 
dumped 
their 
trash. They 
emptied England's 
fever-rid­ 
den goals 
and 
the filthy 
prison hulks that rotted in the 
lower 
Thames. Between 1787 
and 1850, 160,000 frauds, forg­ 
ers, prostitutes, . robbers and 
thieves 
were 
gathered into 
ancient 
ships and sent away 
to Australia. 
No Australian boasts 
about 
being 
a member of a "first 
family." And many 
a 
be- 
jeweled 
dowager brings con­ 
vict blood to the 
symphony 
ball. 
IT IS most dangerous 
to 
make 
glib 
generalizations 
about these complex 
people. 
And, of course, 
within 
them 
for 
every 
drop of convict 
blood there is a pint of 
the 
blood of brave pioneers 
and 
hopeful immigrants. 
But the Australian 
accent 
does carry overtones of low 
Cockney. There is a 
raffish­ 
ness, a lighthearted disrespect 
for authority, that was 
more 
typical of pardoned 
prison­ 
ers 
and 
ticket - of - leave 
men than of their meekly que- 
queing 
British cousins. And 
running counter to all this is 
a 
strong tide of Puritanism. 
When the pubs are open the 
beer 
is 
dispensed, not from 
taps, 
but from hoses. But on 
Sunday you can't even buy 
a 
roll of camera 
film in the 
great city of Melbourne. The 
"larrikins" wear their 
hats 
on the back of their 
heads, 
ring the dart boards with loud 
laughter, 
and gamble 
on the 
races 
with fierce 
intensity. 
The labor 
unions 
are 
famous 
for lack of inhibi­ 
tion. Not long 
ago the Syd­ 
ney 
longshoremen 
demanded 
a "temptation bonus" 
for un­ 
loading Scotch whisky. 
But the "wowsers" — 
the 
church supporters, the blue- 
law passers and general up- 
ligters — 
are 
equally bold 
and 
tireless. On the 
edge 
of Sydney’s harbor they 
are 
building an opera house that 
will be one of the most cost­ 
ly on earth. 
Australia is a 
sort of Bourbon 
Street that 
leads 
straight 
to divinity 
school. 
EVERY Australian lives next 
door to desolation. Think of a 
thin crescent of green stretch­ 
ing 2,400 
miles from Towns­ 
ville in Queensland around to 
the Great Australian Bight west 
of 
Adelaide, within 
this 
cresent 
lie rich wheat lands, 
fat sheep stations and some of 
the finest 
cattle pasture 
on 
earth. 
But beyond, with the excep­ 
tion of an island of greenery 
around far - western 
Perth, 
there is a vast emptiness, 
a 
forbidding 
moonscape 
of lit­ 
tle rain and fierce sandstorms 
where the aborgine had reached 
a 
compromise with Nature on 
the lowest 
level of savagery, 
and where the white man, with 
all his bulldozers 
and 
his 
dreams, struggles with perpet­ 
ual frustration.

Thus, the map is a liar. You 
stare 
at the outlines of 
this 
great continent and reflect that 
it contains only a few more peo­ 
ple than live within the 
city 
limits of Tokyo. But Australia 
is not empty in the sense 
the 
American West was 100 years 
ago. There was no unoccupied 
Columbia, Sacramento or Salt 
River valleys. The oil play has 
so 
far been spotty and dis­ 
appointing. There seem to be 
no more 
Ballarat 
gold nug­ 
gets lying naked on 
the 
ground. The fertile 
crescent 
will, indeed, support 
many 
more people in future years. 
But those who 
come 
to 
Australia 
seeking ease will 
be 
disappointed. 
AUSTRALIA is a land of liv­ 
ing fossils, left alive only be­ 
cause there are few of the pre­ 
dators that roam the other con­ 
tinents. 
Kangaroos, 
koala 
bears, 
wombats and wallabies 
would be easy meat for Rus­ 
sian wolves. 
Australian 
natives 
have 
cursed the land with place- 
names 
more unpronounceable 
than those left by New England 
Indians. When you cross 
from 
Queensland into New 
South 
Wales the first three 
towns 
are 
Coolangatta, 
Mullum- 
bah and Mullumbimby. 
Where the rains do fall there 
is some of the finest 
climate 
on earth. Far - northern Dar­ 
win, at latitude 
12 south, is 
of course, 
tropical. But 
at 
far - southern Hobart, 
in ut­ 
terly lovely Tasmania, a 
few 
palms 
still survive 
at 
a 
latitude equivalent to that 
of 
America’s Twin Cities. 
AUSTRALIANS think big, and 
often brilliantly. In 1836 
a 
Crown surveyor laid out 
the 
square mile of central Ade- 
laid to be completely

Here are a proud, humorous, 
outgoing people pulled by tradi­

dom, by fashion and electronic

toward 
the 
Americans, 
and 
by the dy­ 
namics of economics 
toward 
Japan. 
You'll come away part 
con­ 
fused, part astonished, 
and 
thoroughly delighted.

- FBI T ells of 
Youth “ Shifting To Left” 
According to a report by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, there has been a “ drift toward 
the 
Left” 
among the nation’s youth. 
This 
“ drift” , as described by Director J. Edgar 
Hoover, is not toward the political liberalism 
that is practiced in this country. In this case, 
the word 
“ Left” 
m eans that which is en­ 
chanted with communism. 
The FBI chief tells in his report of a deter­ 
mined approach on the part of the Communist 
Party in this country to trap and use youth. 
The warning is in reality only a rem inder. 
The youth of the world have been a primary 
target of communist schem es since the Russian 
Revolution in 1917. 
Today, A m erica’s young 
people are the number one target of the Com­ 
munist Party, U.S.A. 
The com m unists want to 
exploit the gullibility, exuberance, and idealism 
of youth. 
Several months ago, the U.S. communists began 
setting up another organization (it is as 
yet 
unnamed) aimed at Am erican youth. 
Like so 
many other communist front organizations, this 
one w ill not appear in its true garb, but will 
espouse all causes that would tend to make 
the organization look good. 
As Gus Hall, 
general secretary of the Communist Party in 
this country, explained it, the group “ should 
avoid the appearance of a Soviet-type organi­ 
zation; however, it should not tolerate anit- 
Soviet or 
anti-Communist 
Party Thinking.” 
At least 818 organizations or projects in the 
United States have been cited as communist or 
com m unist front by federal agencies and state 
and territorial investigating com m ittees. 
These front organizations claim to be 
con­ 
cerned with peace, civil lib erties, and sim ilar 
objectives. 
All the while, however, they are 
controlled by the Communisi Party and “ u se” 
unsuspecting recruits to carry out the plans 
of the international com m unist m ovem ent as 
dictated from Moscow. 
In many instances, young people involved in 
these organizations find them selves engaged in 
com m unist-led 
rioting 
or other subversive 
activities detrimental to the interests of 
the 
United States. 
An exam ple was the partici­ 
pation by young men and women in the San 
Francisco riots during the hearings of 
the 
House Com m ittee on Un-Am erican A ctivities 
in 19C0. 
When Douglas Wachter was subpoenaed, 
he 
im m ediately began organizing student demon­ 
strators at the U niversity of California. 
He 
was assured of additional student support from 
Santa Rosa Junior C ollege and San Francisco 
State C ollege. The Communist Party circulated 
petitions, published protest advertisem ents in 
fc 
radio broadcasts of 
J drives to 
provide 
a .ack. 
At a Com - 
‘ night of May 20, 
aimed at 
college 
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newspapers, arranged 
protest, and ini 
ited 
financial supjxr 
tor 
muni st Party ii. v. et i • 
1960, a follow-up cai*.* 
students was disclosed. 
More and more com m unist Speake 
are ap­ 
pearing on college cam puses - som e of them 
openly so. 
Others represent the P rogressive 
Youth Organizing Com m ittee or local com ­ 
munist youth organizations. 
Still others speak 
for “ C ivil lib erties” groups. 
Recently, 
one state civil liberties union in 
Indiana protested the distribution of an anti­ 
communist pamphlet in the s< hoots. The pro­ 
testing group was speaking out in defense of 
“ academ ic 
freedom .” 
Distribution of 
the 
pamphlet had been authorized by the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
The civil liberties group said that the pamphlet 
was * ‘emphatically negative” and that instruction 
in 
communism should 
be 
“ positive 
and 
objective.” 
This raised the questions: 
How 
can one be “ positive” about 
communism while 
pointing out its inherent negatives? 
Can one 
be “objective” in pointing only to the prom ises 
of com m unism , while ignoring the facts that 
communism is evil, barbaric, and tyrannical? 
While the recent FBI report details evidence 
that 
many young 
A m ericans are becoming 
enchanted with communism, som e communist 
affirm ations which the 
Reds im press 
upon 
American youth are in fact being soft-peddled 
in the Soviet Union. 
The attitude on fam ily life is an exam ple. 
In the 
early years of the revolution, 
the 
Bolsheviks promised that the new Soviet c iti­ 
zens would be so socially conscious that bour­ 
gs 
s 
institutions like 
m arriage and fam ily 
would fade away. 
The Institute for the Study 
of the U.S.S.R, recently published an analysis 
of some of the effects of this early anti-fam ily 
attitude. 
The analysis concluded that the anti-fam ily 
campaign is chiefly responsible for the moral 
decline in Russia that is bedeviling the Krem­ 
lin. 
T here has been such an increase in 
juvenile delinquency, sex crim es, prostitution 
and other moral problems that Soviet leaders 
are eneluraging closer fam ily life. 
If the “ shift to the Left” described in the 
j" BI report is to bt1 halted, the efforts of all 
freedom -loving A m ericans will be required. 
. ^-dedication to the moral and spirtual values 
. v h lch thin country was founded will be 
d. 
But the effort involved will be of 
i, 
‘ruth;: about socialism and com ­ 


munism are not shown to youth. 
These are alien system s which have defied 
our way of life and which seek to undermine 
it. 
Part of the national effort to check and im ­ 
m obilize the “ shift to the Left” must include 
effective teaching of the worth of our system 
and wav of life. 
If our youth appreciate their country and learn 
that its system of government and econom ics 
is the best, then no amount of communist propa­ 
ganda will be effective. 
The American adult must see to it that the 
truths about communism and capitalism are 
told.

C haracters at Big Fund-Raising 
Testimonial Banquet. 
Washington, D. C.: - Not all 
those 
who hold out their hands 
to charities are poor. Some of 
those hands are manicured and 
mightily muscled. 
Yet they are eagerly grasped 
by professional fund 
raisers 
who lend the good name of 
many a great charity to those 
eager to buy virtue - - though 
some of these are under fed­ 
eral indictment, government in­ 
vestigation, or are associates 
or champions 
of men con­ 
victed 
by our highest courts. 
From the golden handshake of 
these fund raisers and shady 
characters 
comes money for 
one side and prestige 
for the 
other. It all makes most dif­ 
ficult the lives of Justice Dept, 
officials who find some famed 
charities running testim onials 
for notorious cha racters under 
Investigation. 
And it makes life difficult for 
honoest labor leaders who find 
them selves 
besieged in 
the 
name of sweet charity 
to buy 
millions of dollars worth of 
tickets a year across 
the 
land - for testim onials hon­ 
oring 
those tangling with 
the 
government. 
There was a dinner Tuesday 
night, Nov. 
15, 
In the 
"Ironbound*' section of New­ 
ark, N. J., honoring a labor 
leader 
as their Citizen 
of 
the Year. It had all the trim ­ 
mings. 
The testimonial 
was to a 
labor leader. The sponsor was 
the 
Red 
Shield 
Boys Club. 
The city’s mayor 
and 
fire 
chief were there, along with 900 
otners. 


DP’s TRIBUTE

succor. 
Last March this 
institution 
ran a banquet 
at a big hotel 
which specializes 
in setting 
up huge daises. That night the 
man honored was a a Team ster

for years. 
His

the pages of Sen. McClellan's 
racket - busting 
committee. 
(I do not 
refer to Jim Hoffa.) 
The honored man is known to

He was blunt, aparent- 
ly forgetting that his duty was

lier decisions and have

THE AMAZING AUSSIES 
SYDNEY, Australia — Once 
it was the world’s most mag­ 
nificent garbage can. 
Onto the sparkling beaches 
of Botany Bay and into 
the 
beautiful 
Tasman Peninsula 
King 
George Ill's 
m inisters 
dumped 
their 
trash. They 
emptied England's 
fevar-rid- 
den goals 
and 
the filthy 
prison hulks that rotted in the 
lower 
Thames. Between 1787 
and I R50# 160,000 frauds, forg­ 
ers, prostitutes, . robbers and 
thieves 
were 
gathered 
into 
ancient 
ships and sent away 
to A ustralia. 
No Australian boasts 
about 
being 
a member of a “ first 
fam ily." And many 
a 
be­ 
jeweled 
dowager brings con­ 
vict blood to the 
symphony 
ball. 
IT IS most dangerous 
to 
make 
glib 
generalizations 
about these complex 
people. 
And, of course, 
within 
them 
for 
every 
drop of convict 
blood there is a pint of 
the 
blood of brave pioneers 
and 
hopeful im m igrants. 
But the Australian 
accent 
does carry overtones of low 
Cockney. There is a 
raffish­ 
ness, a lighthearted disrespect 
for authority, that was 
more 
typical of pardoned 
prison­ 
ers 
and 
ticket - of - leave 
men than of their meekly que- 
queing 
B ritish cousins. And 
running counter 
to all this is 
a 
strong tide of Puritanism , 
When the pubs are open 
the 
beer 
is 
dispensed, not from 
taps, 
but from hoses. But on 
Sunday you can't even buy 
a 
roll of 
cam era 
film in 
the 
great city of Melliourne. The 
“ larrik in s" wear their 
hats 
on the back of their 
heads, 
ring the dart boards with loud 
laughter, 
and gamble 
on the 
races 
with fierce 
intensity. 
The labor 
unions 
are 
famous 
for lack 
of inhibi­ 
tion. Not long 
ago 
the Syd­ 
ney 
longshoremen 
demanded 
a “ temptation bonus" 
for un­ 
loading Scotch whisky. 
But the “ wowsers" — 
the 
church supporters, the 
b r e ­ 
law 
p assers and general up- 
ligters — 
are 
equally bold 
and 
tire le ss. 
On the 
edge 
of Sydney's harbor they 
are 
building an opera house that 
will be one of the most cost­ 
ly 
on earth. 
Australia is a 
sort of Bourbon 
Street that 
leads 
straight 
to divinity 
school. 
EVERY Australian lives next 
door to desolation. Ttiink of a 
thin crescent of green stretch­ 
ing 2,400 
miles from Towns­ 
ville in Queensland around to 
the Great Australian Bight west 
of 
Adelaide. Within 
this 
c resent 
lie rich wheat lands, 
fat sheep stations and some of 
the finest 
cattle pasture 
on 
earth. 
But beyond, with the excep­ 
tion of an island of greenery 
around far - western 
Perth, 
there is a vast emptiness, 
a 
forbidding 
moonscape 
of lit­ 
tle rain and fierce sandstorms 
where theaborgine had reached 
a 
compromise with Nature on 
the lowest 
level of savagery, 
and where the white man, with 
all his bulldozers 
and 
his 
dream s, struggles with perpet­ 
ual frustration. 


Thus, the map is a liar. Y’ou 
stare 
at the outlines of 
this 
great continent and reflect that 
it contains only a few more peo­ 
ple than live within the 
city 
lim its of Tokyo. But Australia 
is not empty in the sense 
the 
American West was IOO years 
ago. There was no unoccupied 
Columbia, Sacramento or Salt 
River valleys. Tile oil play has 
so 
far been spotty and 
dis­ 
appointing. There seem to be 
no more 
Ballarat 
gold nug­ 
gets lying naked on 
the 
ground. The fertile 
crescent 
will, indeed, support 
many 
more people in future years. 
But those who 
come 
to 
Australia 
seeking ease will 
be 
disappointed. 
AUSTRALIA Is a land of liv­ 
ing fossils, left alive only be­ 
cause there are few of the pre­ 
dators that roam the other con­ 
tinents. 
Kangaroos, 
koala 
bears, 
wombats and wallabies 
would be easy meat for Rus­ 
sian wolves. 
Australian 
natives 
have 
cursed the land with place- 
names 
more unpronounceable 
than those left by New England 
Indians. When you cross 
from 
Queensland into New 
South 
Wales the first three 
towns 
are 
Coolangatta, 
Mullum- 
bah and Mullumbimby. 
Where the rains do fall there 
is some of the finest 
climate 
on earth. Far - northern Dar­ 
win, at latitude 
12 south, is 
of course, 
tropical. But 
at 
far - southern Hobart, 
in ut­ 
terly lovely Tasmania, a 
few 
palms 
still survive 
at 
a 
latitude equivalent to that 
of 
Am erica's Twin C ities. 
AUSTRALIANS think 
big, and 
often brilliantly. In 1836 
a 
Crown surveyor laid out 
the 
square mile of central Ade- 
laid to be completely 
sur­ 
rounded 
by open park lands. 
The parks have been preserved 
and a dismal swamp only three 
miles away is now a splendid 
airport. Melbourne 
is a city 
of abundant playgrounds 
and 
broad avenues. And Canberra, 
the national capital, was 
de­ 
signed 
53 years ago by the 
American, Walter Burley Grif­ 
fin, and is now a green - blue 
fairyland 
of 
circles, 
crescents and malls, bisected 
by a jewel - like lake. 
WORLD 
travelers 
have 
neglected A ustralia. The tour 
path has 
lain through Bang­ 
kok, Hong Kong and Tokyo. Yet 
here is a continent of infinite 
contrast, with Sydney's 
new 
45 - story 
skyscraper 
lying 
but an hour’s 
flight from a 
naked 
man who hurls 
a 
boomerang. 
Here is a continent which nev­ 
e r 
saw 
a battle bigger than 
the killing of 40 
rampaging 
miners 
by local constabulary 
IOO years ago, and yet 
has 
supplied some of the best and 
fiercest 
fighers 
in 
all the 
modern wars. 
Here are a proud, humorous, 
outgoing people pulled by tradi­ 
tion toward 
tile United King­ 
dom, by fashion and electronic 
entertainment 
toward 
the 
Americans, 
and 
by tile dy­ 
namics of economics 
toward 
Japan. 
You'll come away part 
con­ 
fused, part astonished, 
and 
thoroughly delighted.

The outlook as tor as beef 
cattle prices are concerned has 
been a matter of considerable 
speculation 
among farmers.

Dr. John W. Schwada, chan­ 
cellor of the Columbia campus, 
said that the laboratory will be 
used in interdivisional and mul­ 
ti-disciplinary 
programs 
in 
space physiology. 
In general, 
research here will be pointed 
toward the environmental sci­ 
ences, adapting man to condi­ 
tions that will lie found in outer 
space, or adapting conditions on 
planets to man 
Meanwhile, under construction 
at the University of Missouri 
at Folia is a research center 
that will exphasize research in­ 
to the materials phase of the 
space science progTam. 
The space center was estab­ 
lished as a university-wide re­ 
search activity in 1964 with an 
appropriation by the Missouri 
General Assembly of $2 mil­ 
lion for capital facilities and 
$200,000 for operations. Since 
that time $648,506 has been al­ 
located by the U. S. Office of 
Education for the Columbia and 
Ro’la buildings. 
Plans for the building here call 
for a multipurpose flexible la­ 
boratory and office facility for 
the administrative staff and re ­ 
searchers. It will be located at 
Research Park In the South­ 
west extremity of the campus, 
in proximity to the powerful 
research reactor facility and 
near a temporary laboratory 
building now housing space sci­ 
entist researchers.

Some fish industry executives 
predicted today that the lifting 
of the Friday meat ban for Ro­ 
man Catholics would have a 
detrimental short-range effect 
on the industry. Others foresaw 
no major effect, and some even 
said fish consumption would 
Increase. 
"Fish is not going out of 
style,” commented J . Richard 
Childs, president of Jean Foods 
Inc. of Syracuse, N.Y. 
"Even should the Catholics 
stop eating fish on Fridays, 
there's always that wonderful 
world of Protestantism," said 
Dick Bernstein, owner of Bern­ 
stein's Fish Grotto restaurant 
in San Francisco. 
They gave their views in an 
Associated Press survey. 
Economists, executives and 
spokesmen for the nation's $2- 
billion- a-year retail fish indus­ 
try predicted losses ranging 
from 10 to 30 per cent. Some 
said it would be only temporary. 
Eugene Rolari, an executive 
of the Ocean Sea Fish Co. of 
Bridgeport, Conn., one of the 
largest seafood distributors in 
that state, said: 
"Ninety per cent of the fish 


sales to the public is done on 
Thursday and Friday. I expect 
it will produce a drop In busi­ 
ness of about 30per cent." 
W J, Lomasney, an agricul­ 
tural economist at the Universi­ 
ty of Illinois, who recently made 
a study of fish sales, estimated 
that fish consumption eventual­ 
ly might be cut by as much as 
10 per cent. 
Discounting the possibility of 
a sales loss, the National Fish­ 
eries Institute said: "It is a long 
time since the seafood industry 
of the United States depended 
upon the observance of religious 
duties for its welfare." 
Pointing out that there are 240 
varieties of seafood available, 
the institute added: "We believe 
people are eating seafood be­ 
cause of nutrition, for flavor 
and for variety." 
John Von Glahn, executive 
director of the Fishery Council, 
an organization of 125 dealers In 
the New York area, said there 
are 45 million Roman Catholics 
in the country. He said there 
could be problems where there 
is a high concentration of Catho­ 
lics. 
"But the industry as a whole 
is not worried," added Von 
Glahn.

toward the environmental sci­ 
ences, adapting man to condi­ 
tions that will be found in outer 
space, or adapting conditions on 
planets to man 
Meanwhile, under construction 
at the University of Missouri 
at Rolla is a research center 
that will exphasize research in­ 
to the materials phase of the 
space science program. 
Tin* space center was estab­ 
lished as a university-wide re ­ 
search activity in 1964 with an 
appropriation by the Missouri 
General Assembly of $2 mil­ 
lion for capital facilities and 
$250,000 for operations. Since 
that time $648,506 has been al­ 
io ated by the U. S. Office of 
Education for the Columbia and 
Ro’la buildings.

Jobless

Some fish industry executives 
predicted today that the lifting 
of the Friday meat ban for Ro­ 
man Catholics would have a 
detrimental short-range effect 
on the industry. Others foresaw 
no major effect, and some even 
said fish consumption would 
increase. 
"F ish is not going out of 
style," commented J . Richard 
Childs, president of Jean Foods 
Inc. of Syracuse, N.Y. 
"Even should the Catholics 
stop eating fish on Fridays, 
there’ s always that wonderful 
world of Protestantism ," said 
Dick Bernstein, owner of Bern­ 
stein’ s Fish Grotto restaurant 
in San Francisco. 
They gave their views in an 
Associated Press survey. 
Economists, executives and 
spokesmen for the nation’ s $2- 
billion- a-year retail fish indus­ 
try predicted losses ranging 
from IO to 30 per cent. Some 
said it would be only temporary. 
Eugene Rolari, an executive 
of the Ocean Sea Fish Co. of 
Bridgeport, Conn., one of the 
largest seafood distributors in 
that state, said: 
"Ninety per cent of the fish 


sales to the public is done on 
Thursday and Friday. I expect 
it will produce a drop in busi­ 
ness of about 30per cent." 
WS . Lomasney, an agricul­ 
tural economist at the Universi­ 
ty of Ellnois, who recently made 
a study of fish sales, estimated 
that fish consumption eventual­ 
ly might be cut by as much as 
IO per cent. 
Discounting the possibility of 
a sales loss, the National Fish­ 
eries Institute said: "It is a long 
time since the seafood industry 
of the United States depended 
upon the observance of religious 
duties for its welfare.” 
Pointing out that there are 240 
varieties of seafood available, 
the institute added: "We believe 
people are eating seafood be­ 
cause of nutrition, tor flavor 
and for variety." 
John Von Glahn, executive 
director of the Fishery Council, 
an organization of 125 dealers in 
the New York area, said there 
are 45 million Roman Catholics 
in the country. He said there 
could be problems where there 
is a high concentration of Catho­ 
lics. 
"But the Industry as a whole 
Is not w orried," added Von 
Glahn.
